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Canzon Cornetto Samuel Scheidt 
(1587-1654) 


Scheidt was a German organist, choirmaster and composer most 
famous for his vocal and organ works. He also composed numerous 
instrumental pieces for festive occasions. Canzon Cornetto is a melodic 
fanfare style piece performed by four choirs of trumpets. 


Fanfare and Flourishes James Curnow 
(b. 1948) 


Bases on a Te Deum by Marc-Antoine Charpentier (1634-1794), 
Fanfare and Flourishes was commissioned for the 1991 European Brass Band 
Championships held in Rotterdam, Holland. The premiere performance was 
given by Black Dyke Mills Brass Band during the Gala concert. 

James Curnow is well known as a composer of concert and brass 
ad repertoire. He studied at Michigan State University and has taught in 
all areas of instrumental music, from public school to university. He has 
been a guest lecturer in instrumental music education classes at the 
University of Toronto.

Howard Cable studied conducting with Sir Ernest MacMillan and 
composition with John Weinzweig. He has been involved in virtually every 
aspect of music on the Canadian scene as either composer, bandleader or 
conductor. 
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In Cable’s words: “I have had a lifelong fascination with the lore of 
the Great Lakes. On becoming principal conductor of the Thunder Bay 
Symphony, | learned much about the traditions of Great Lakes shipping. 
There is an irony in the fact ‘hat the piece was composed (1986) at a time 
when this mode of transportation was becoming obsolete. At Point Pelee 
one can find the quiet calm that leads to a oneness with nature. The joining 
of sunlit, multi-coloured foliage with shining water suggested a warm 
afternoon solo trumpet. To be inside Old Fort Henry is to return to the past 
century and to feel the frontier as it was around 1840. | sense the military 
traditions of Queen Victoria’s time and in the March, | have tried to capture 
the feel of the Empire 100 years ago.” 


Toccata Marziale Ralph Vaughan Williams 
(1872-1958) 


The English composer Vaughan Williams wrote that a composer's 
having roots was not the same as narrow provincialism. This instrumental 
piece includes folk derived and folk-style melodies combined with original 
m terial, Toccata Marziale was composed for military band in 1924, one 
year after his famous band piece English Folk Song Suite. It is a powerful 
and concise instrumental prelude. 


Autumn Alexander Glazunov 

from ‘The Seasons’ Ballet, Op. 67 (1865-1936) 
Bacchanal arr. Richard Bancroft 
Petit Adagio 


Finale Apotheosis 


Glazunov was a pupil of Rimsky-Korsakov and is best remembered 
for his continuatiion of Tschaikovsky’s ballet style. He was originally called 
“the Little Glinka” and then later became known as “the Russian 
Mendelssohn”. He may be no innovator but his music often has the power 
to be emotional and appealing - even if in a somewhat nostalgic manner. 
His most famous work, the one-act ballet The Seasons was completed in 
1901 and brought him invitations to tour and conduct throughout Europe.

Malcolm Arnold was an English composer, trumpeter and 
conductor. He studied at the Royal College of Music and performed as 
principal trumpet with the London Philharmonic and BBC Symphony 
Orchestras. He was a modern popular composer who was very successful 
in composing for films. His Suite for Brass Band was composed in 1965.

The Ballet Romeo and Juliet was completed in 1936 and premiered 
by the Kirov Ballet in Leningrad in 1940. It is consiclered to be some of the 
greatest music composed for dance in the twentieth century. The suite for 
winds is melodious, highly rhythmic and includes sections from the ballet 
which are most suited to transcription for band. The Gavotte movement 
was also used by the composer as the third movement of his Symphony No. 
1 in D Major (1917). This transcription was premiered in 1987 by the Wind 
Orchestra of the Belgian Military. 


En Memoria De Chano Pozo David Amram 
(b. 1930) 


Dariusz Terefenko, piano solo 


David Amram is known as a multi-instrumentalist, composer, folk- 
lorist and jazz musician. He has performed as percussionist, flutist, pianist, 
and was one of the first french horn players in latin and jazz ensembles. He 
has recorded with Charles Mingus and Lionel Hampton in the jazz world as 
well 1s being composer-in-residence with the New York Philharmonic. 
Amram has frequently appeared as guest conductor of the Toronto and 
Montreal Symphony Orchestras. 

Chano Pozo, the subject of this memorial piece, is a legendary 
figure in the development of jazz and popular music. He was a Cuban 
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percussionist who performed with Dizzy Gillespie’s band and was one of 
the strong influences in the integration of Cuban percussion with North 
American jazz. Known primarily as a conga player, he was murdered in a 
jazz club at the age of thirty-three. David Amram’s piece features 
improvised jazz piano, traditional latin percussion and clapping of rhythms 
from all the players in the band. 


Tonight’s Conductor 


Dr. Cameron Walter studied music education and performance 
at the University of Tororiiw, New York University and the 
Aspen Music School. He completed his Ed.D. degree at the 
Ontario Institute for Studies in Education. He has performed as 
trombonist with the Canadian Opera Company Cichestra, the 
Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony, the National Ballet Orchestra 
and as an extra performer with the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra. He teaches instrumental music education and low 
brass at the Faculty of Music as well as conducting the Wind 
Symphony and Brass Band.
